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Commencing with the judgment of February 5th, all awards will be made by a selected jury on which 
there will be no patrons or representatives from the schools or ateliers. 


For the past year dissatisfaction has been expressed by distant ateliers and schools because of their inability 
of having representation on the jury in equal number with ateliers and schools near to New York. 


The analysis of the patrons, who have spent a full measure of time and study on the development of a 
problem, is of recognized benefit to a jury. The practice, therefore, of having a patron or representative from 
each school or atelier submitting work present at the dinner, on the evening of the judgment, will be continued. 
Accordingly, it is urged that schools or ateliers be represented at the dinner during which a discussion will be 
held bringing out all phases of the problem and its solution. 


Should a representative be unable to attend, it is requested that a written analysis of his or the patron’s 
views be forwarded to the Committee on Education of the Department of Architecture in ample time to be 
read and discussed at the dinner. 


The Department of Architecture announces the organization of an atelier under the auspices of the Brook- 
lyn Chapter of the American Institute of Architects, New York City, to be known as the Brooklyn A. I. A. 
Affiliates Atelier, located at 160 Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn; also the organization of Atelier Morgan in New 
York City.

Modern American department stores differ basically 
from their foreign prototypes. Courts for light and 
air are not admissible as daylight is only desirable for 
the exhibition of certain classes of goods. In tall build- 
ings, large windows are therefore generally provided’ 
on the five lower storeys, and with the exception of the 
topmost floors, where restaurants and other specialties 
are located, the intermediate floors must provide for 
large wall space with only periodic window groups. 
The high department store then offers a problem in 
elevation of increasing wall space above the store fronts. 
It is, moreover, recognized that stairs are only used as 
a means of emergency escape and as such must be 
placed at a maximum of 150 feet from the most remote 
point of the floor to the door enclosing them. Further- 
more, these stairs must lead direct to the streets. Ele- 
vators (and sometimes escalators) provide for vertical 
circulation, arranged in groups of five or more and 
generally remote from the entrance, so that on step- 
ping out of them one sees a major part of the selling 
floor. Whereas the above definitions represent general 
practice in America, it is not desired to prohibit a so- 
lution which might prove a radical step in advance, but 
due consideration must be given to practical, economic 
and psychological requirements of the program. 


This problem is the design of a department store in 
a progressive city, on a plot 180 by 200 feet, consisting 
of fourteen floors above and including the floor at 
street level. “The floor to floor heights for the first 
and second storeys are 22 and 20 feet, respectively, all 
others 16 feet with the exception of the two uppermost 
storeys, the heights of which are left to the competitor. 
Twelve storeys will be devoted to the display and sale 
of dry goods and two storeys to restaurants and other 
specialties, including in particular an exhibition gallery 
suite for the display of modern art and other special 
features destined to attract public attention and new 
customers. 


The greater length of the plot runs east and west. 
The west side is on a main street with the south facing 
a street of only slightly less importance. “To the north 
is an unimportant alley wide enough for light and air 
though insufficient for thoroughfare. The east side 
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of the plot is a property line facing the blank wall of 
an adjoining high building. 


The building shall contain: 


(a) Twelve sales floors with ten passenger ele- 
vators and stairs as required by the definition above. 
A quarter of each floor is required for reserve stock, ad- 
ministration, employees’ rest and toilet rooms and six 
freight elevators. 


(b) The exhibition galleries for modern applied 
art, etc., and restaurant with service. 


(c) The elevation shall provide for the disposal of 
elevator machinery and tanks, generally located 40 feet 
above the highest floor level.
